Washington, April 15— (AP)— 


An official of Wilson & Co., Inc., 
one of the "Big Four" packers, 
said today his company will sell 
its New York and Brooklyn cus- 
tomers next week only "about two 
per cent" of the amount of beet 
they bought from it in the com- 
parable week five years ago. 


"This means," R. H. Haynie, 


said, "that to every company 
which the branches allotted 100 
pounds of beef in 1941 they can 
allow only two pounds next week. 


"This in turn will mean that 


customers of the meat retailers 
who were able to buy one pound 
in 1941 can expect to receive an 
average of one-third of an ounce 
next week." 


.Haynie testified before the sen- 
ate agriculture committee which 
is investigating the meat shortage

Butte, Mont.. April 15.—(AP)— 


Sleepless and jittery, Butte sur- 
veyed the wreckage of the second 
night of unbridled mob violence 
today as Sheriff Al McLeod re- 
ported he and his ten deputies had 
made several arrests in the wake 
of appeals by labor leaders and 
public officials for calm and order. 


The sheriff declined to say how 


many persons were being held, re- 
porting "they're all juveniles" and 
that they had been arrested for 
looting. He indicated several were 
girls. 


Other authorities said the van- 


dals—including one mob of about 
500—were 
mostly 
women 
and 


young children. 


Saturday night and again last 


night, gangs of men, women and 
teen-age boys—armed with axes 
and traveling by truck and auto- 
mobile—roved the streets of this 
strike-bound copper-mining com- 
munity of 40,000 and its suburbs, 
unloading at private homes to 
bash in windows and doors and 
throw wrecked furniture into the 
yards. 


Most of the homes damaged, Po- 


lice Chief Bart Riley and Mayor 
Barry O'Leary said, were occupied 
by miners who stayed on their jobs 
on "The Richest Hill on Earth" 
after a strike of 3,500 members of 
the International Union of Mine, 
Mill and Smelter Workers (CIO) 
began Tuesday.

Washington, April 15—(AP) — 


The government announced today 
that more wartime slaughter con- 
trols will be restored soon in a 
move to curb black markets in 
meat. 


OPA and the agriculture depart- 


ment, in a joint statement, said a 
slaughter quota system will be put 
into effect to provide "better dis- 
tribution of the country's present 
meat supply^ through established 
channels and at ceiling prices". 


OPA said the program will re- 


duce operations "of certain slaugh- 
terers who have increased their 
slaughter greatly during recent 
months". 


This, the 
agency 
added, will 


make it possible for established 
packers to obtain more livestock, 
and thereby increase their pro- 
duction to more nearly normal lev-

Passed by House;

'Washington, April 15—(AP) — 


Legislation extending the draft 
law from May 15 of this year to 
next February 15 but prohibiting 
any induction before October 15 
was passed today by the house and 
sent to the senate. 


Passage was by roll call vote of 


290 to 108. 


The bill also prohibits the in- 


duction of any 18 or 19-year-olds 
limits the size of the armed forces, 
restricts service of inductees to 
18 months and permits the presi- 
dent to reinstate inductions after. 
October 15, if necessary. 


Prior to the roll call vote—the 


only one recording how a member 
voted on any of the questions fac- 
ed during the consideration of the 
measure—a motion to recommit 
the legislation to commitee was re- 
jected by a shouting house.

Vandenberg, Michigan Republi- 


can, was chosen for helping get ! 
the Senate to support this coun- 
trv's participation in world af- 
fairs. 


Monroney, Oklahoma Democrat. 


was picked for backing legislation 
to reorganize and modernize con- 
gress. 


The announced purpose of the 


magazine in honoring those two 
men—with awards of 510,000 to 
be turned over to charity—was 
this: 


"To stimulate the people's con- 


cern with the quality and effec- 
tiveness of their representatives in 
Washington and to inspire the leg- 
islators themselves to higher lev- 
els of statesmanship and sen-ice".

New Homes on 


Sale Under $6,000 


Washington, April 15.—(AP)— 


Housing Boss Wilson W. Wyatt is 
drafting further construction con 
trols designed to put more new 
homes on the market bearing price 
tags of $6,000 or less. 


Officials in a position to know 


said today the national housing 
administrator expects to establish 
area quotas which will require 
that a certain percentage of home: 
in each region be built to sell a 
less than $10,000, the ceiling now 
generally in effect. 


These officials, 
who withheld 


use of their names, said the quota: 
will be, based on building costs ii 
each area. 


Under a preliminary plan sub 


ject to revision, the system woul 
work something like this: 


If NHA found that one-third o 


11 new homes authorized in a cer- 
ain area were scheduled to sell for 
6,000 or under, it might rule that 
n- the future 50 per cent of all 
authorizations should be in that 
iriqe category. 


If 20 per cent were being built 
o sell at from $6,000 to $7,500, 
,his might be boosted to 30 per 
cent, and so on. 


The aim will be to build as many 


homes for as much less than $10>- 
000 as possible, but in each area 
some probably will continue to sell 
at the ceiling. 


In areas where building costs 


are, high, the minimum sale range 
might have to be, say $8,500 and 
under. But the system would 
work the same way.
